Our FPlattorm - The Principles for which
We Fight.
Tux adoption, by a vote nearly unanimous, o
the platform reported by the Committes on
Resolutions to the Convention mtting at Har-
risburg, proved the fact that, whatever per-
sonal differences might have existed among
the delegates, all were willing to sacrifice
them in order to preserve unity, and
secure a ground work on which every
member of the party coanld staod. In
that Convention was represented every shade
of partisan feeling, from the Radical to the
Conservative Republican; yot the ylelding,
compromising spirit evinced on every slde
bears testimony to the devotion that was felt
by all_for the cause in which they were about
to engage. ‘laking the sentiments advauced
by that body in tbe platform, without the

form in which they were enuncisted, we |

yield them a hearty support. But we cannot

disguise the fact that the diffuse prolixity i

which characterizes the style tends to weaken
the doctrines and jeopardize the force of
the views expressed. In fact,
giving us a platiorm, they have erected a
palace, very beautiful in all its rounded cor-
ners and well-arranged symmetry, yot entirely |
out of place iu a political framework, But
the excellencies of the doetrines will not be
adulterated by the medium through which
they are expressed, and to these doctrines we
yield a most enthusiastic assent.

Let us look at the principles declared. The
first, second, and third resolutions, though
perfectly acceptable in all their contents, do
not enumerate any principle, The fourth ex-
presses the confidence felt by all the members
of the party, that the record of ANDREW
JonxsoN, which is one long series of devo-
tion to Unionism, will induce him to lean
upon those who elected him, and with whom
he has everfought. It is neither an endorse-
ment of his velo message, nor is it a denuncia-
tion of his policy. It s the temperate, proper
hope, that the never-tailing consis!ency of his
past course will be continued in the future;
and in this hope we and all the loyalists of
our land will most heartily join. [t is just the
resolution to preserve the unity of the party,
the only way of avoiding a division, and the
only line by which the necessity of a conflict
of opinion could have been escaped. We ad-
mire the wisdom which drafted the resola-
tion, and the only opposition which it encoun-
tered was from those gentlemen who were
opposed to referring to the President by
name, or commenting upon Lis conduct. It |
may, therefore, be estzemed the unanimous
utterance of the party.

The fifth and sixth declare in favor of the
refusal of Congress to admit to seats in thelr
body traitors whose hands have mot yet been
purified by repentance, and from which the
loyal blood is yet dripping; and endorse the
action of Congress in refusing, until such
repentance i exhibited, to consider the South-
ern States as States of the Federal Union.
To this course no one can object. President
Jorxsox is only in favor of the admission of
such Representatives as have proved them-
selves undoubtedly loyal, and is as strongly
opposed to the acceptance of Rebels as 1s any
member of the Union party. Itisonly the
bitter and unadulterated Copperhead that
would welcome to the halls of legislation and
take to his bosom unrepentant Rebels in order
to secure thelr political influence, From such
let all good citizens keep clear.

The seventh repeats the assertion that the
national faith is pledged to the payment of the
national debt.

The eighth promises to the blacks the sup-
port and protection of those who bave led |
them out of slavery into freedom,

The ninth declares openly in favor of a
rigid protective policy, and will receive the
endorsement of every Pennsylvanian who is
not bound to the train of the merchants of the
metropolis,. While the Unlon party is thus
boldly favoring the true policy of American
indusiry, and is acting in such a manner as to
save from suffering all the operatives, as
well as the capltalists, of onr State, the Damo-
crots maintain a studied silence on the ques-
tjon, anll avoid committing themselves on a
subject of such vital interest to the Com-
monwealth.

The compliments extended to Governor
CURTIN, Secretary SraxnTox, and Lisutenant-
General GRANT are well deserved, and are
universally acceded to be well-merited tri-
butes to official worth,

In proof of the fidelity and economy with
which the party have managed the public
finances, the fact of the removal of the State
tax on real estate is quoted. BSurely, no bet-
ter argument could be adduced, than that
under the care of the Republican party the
State has not only been foremost im her
liberality, her patriotism, and ber contribu-

tions to the war, but Lus also so far dimin
Ished the public debt s to be able to repeal a
law levied by our opponengs to support the
Commonweslth in time of peace, With the
favoring of the equalization of bounties, and
a declaration fn favor of the doctrine of
MoxnoE, the platform is concluded,
Toallits principles the people, the great,
true-hearted, loyal people, will yleld a cheertul
assent. It i & sound platform, a consisient

platfcrm, and one which need not be bulls to
cover the broken planks of its predecessors,
Whatever fault the Democracy may find with
ita teachings, they must admit that for con-
slstency, that jewel of greatest political worth,
it far exceeds their own, and upon its broad,
strong planks will continue to stand the great
Commonwealth of Yenosylvania, for two
years more at least.

Shall We Have a School ol Music?
DuniNG the last and the present season a
series of Italian operatic performances have
been given in this city, in which the voeal
parts, Including the chorus, bave been filled
by native singers. Philadelphia has thus won
the honorable distinction of having first prac-
tically proved the feasibility of producing the
finest works of the Itallan composers with
American artists only; and this snccess shows
further that, with tbe necessary facilities of
musical education once afforded for the de-
velopment of native talent, the lyric drama
could be naturalized among wus, to the
extent of making us quite indepemdent
eventually of forelgn vocalists, The ama-
teur performances now in progress at Con-
cert Hall, under the ausplces of Mr, Pr-
RELLI, have cost him and his puplls
a large am ‘unt of labor, study, and expenss,
And just here we are prompted to ask, What
end, at last, is to be reached by so much
patient practice, skilful instruction, laberious
rehearsals, and the pre sminent success of the
whole enterprise? Is anything achieved
either for the maestre,or his pupi's, er tho

room full of people? Do not connolsseurs in
musical art see that the grand object at which
Mr, PERELLY alms—namely, the permanent
foundation of a school of music on a large
scale in this city, is not attained evem by the

! most triumphant effects of each successive
' | representation? Philadelplia has proved the

|

possibility of suceess in the experiment
of giving operatic performances by amateurs,
which places her far in advance of any
olher city in the Union. Such an
exhibition of thorough musical educa-~
tion, of brilllant vocalism, of drama-
tic talent, developed under many difii-
culties, and of comypletencas in every depart-
ment of the performance, has not been wit-
nessed elsewhere; and no one will doubt that
if all tkis had been done in New York or
Beston, the people would have gone half
wild with delight and self~complacent congra-
tulations on their suprier.ty over their neigh-
bors. Nor would this have satisfled the
metropolitan pride of those cities, where
money and encouragement are never given
grudgingly for anything which will redound
to the profit or the gratification of their
people,

Oneo upon a time, after great deliberation
the Quaker Ciuvy resolved to build an Opera
House—no, wo beg pardon—an Academy of
Musie. This movemeit had twe important
objects, The first was, to compete in some
degree with New York for the hemor and
profit of entertaining and detaining strangers
for afew days wita us, by affording them a
place of amusement, in which musical per-
formances of a high order would be the at-
traction; to prevent them from posting off
immediately to New York, in which city In-
pumerable thealres, ete, enable them to pass
their evenings pleasantly after the business
of the day.

None of the projectora of the enterprise
expected or derired to make money directly
by it. Indeed, on all occasions, the prices
were 8o low that it would be in the power of
all to visit the Academy frequently, so that
this elevating taste for music might be widely
disseminated among the masses as one means
ol humanizing them.

The second object was even a more unsel-
fish one, viz., the creation of a school like the
Conservaloire in Parls, devoted to the develop-
ment and liberal encouragemeut of native
{alent wherever it might be discovered, and
where the possessor was without sufficient
means to pay for instruction. Well, the
house was built, and is conceded to be, in ali
respects, one of the finest in the world. But
we modestly ask whether either of these
objects has been accomplished ?

For & tkird of the year, perhaps, the house
is rented to operatic managers at a price
which renders it impoasible for any but the
creme de la creme to enjoy it. During the
rest of the time it is let indiscriminately for
theatrical represemtations, for acrobats, or
public lectures, or learmed dogs, or horse-
tamers, or gymnasts, or, in truth, to anybody
that will pay forit. The foyer, which was to
be the school of the Institution, is occupled
principally as an esting saloon, where oysters
and salad are dispensed to weary daneers.
We are mnot informed whether, for the
classical concerts of Mesars, WoLFsOnN,
JARvVis, Cross, GARRTNER, ete., the reom
is gratuitously offered; but we are quite sure
it ought to be. Why Is it that up to this time
no effort whatever has been made to carry
out the plan of making it what its name would
lead the verdant stranger to suppose it, viz.,
an Academy of Music? At present the title
is supremely ridiculous. Philadelphia might
be made the musical Athens ef America (if
Boston would allow it). In view of the ad-
mirable manner In which Mr., Pererirs
amateur operas have been presented, it would
be superflucus to say that we have a super-

abundance of talent lying perdu, as it were,
awaiting, like the rich gold of the mine, the
discovery and the magle touch of the skilful
artlst. 'We want such a school, and we want
to have the harmonizing Influence of & general
love for art among us; and until we raise up
musicians from our midst, we must expect to
pay ecxtravagaat prices for the lmported
Opera.

While we have many professors of the art
among us who are thoreughly compstent

teachers, to Mr, PEsgrry belongs the credit

of pre-eminent skill in the- tralning of his
puplls for thie stage, united with & genuine
enthusiasm in hs art, and a practicosl sdapta-
tion of meaas for the desired end, which com-
bine to it him peculiatly for the position of
Instructor in & public institution, such as we
ought to establish here. We appeal to the
Directors of the Academy to wake up, and
not to allew such an opportunity of fuldiling
thelr original design to slip through their
flugers, ‘They see what can be done withont
their co-operation. Let them try how much
more can be dompe with it. We baliove Mr.
Perurtr has a bigher object than money-
making. His professional success has placed
him above this depressing necessity, and with-
out a higher aim than & mere translent popu-
larity, his perseverance would long simce have
given cut.  Who will take the flrst-steps to
establish a real Acadomy of Music i Phila-
deiphia ?

JusT To THE FirEMEN.—We notice that
the Insurance Companies of New York have
created a fund for the purpose ol conferring,
res of expense, life policies upon the mem-
bers of the Metrepolitan Fire Department of
that city, and allowing & certaia amount per
week to those who may be injured in the per-
formance of their duties. This action on the
part of the Empire Clly Is one which com-
mends itself to favorable imitation by the com-
ponies of our own and the other municipali-
ties of our cowntry. It isan act not only of
justice, but also of policy, The success of the
Insurance always depends upon the infroquency
of destructive fires, and the infrequency, or at
leait the extent, of these fires rests with the
iremen. If they should negloct to werk with
energy, or should be deterred by fear from
bolaly encountering the flames and subduine
them in the contest, the loss which would be
incurred by the companies would be immense,
In order, therefore, to relleve the flremen
from the thought that should they be injured
in the discharge of their duty they would be
tent to the Hospital ; or, should they be killed,
their families would be deprived of smpport,
our Insurance Companies ought to follow the
example of those of the metropolis, and pro-
vide for the support of the injured, or pre-
sent {o the relatives of a fireman killed such
asum as would romove all dread of poverty
and want. With this load taken off, the
daring of that most gallant ¢lass of our com-
munity would become herculman, and befors
their energy and courage the wildest confla-
gration would be successfully and speedily
subdued.

DexocraTic CoNsistexcY,—The New
York World and all the other Democratic
organs in the country call Congress the
“Rump Congress.” If this term means any-
thing, it means that the National Legislatura,
being an ex parte assemblage, cannoet lezally
adopt any laws binding uwoon the country.
The platform adopted at Harrisburg strongly
says, however, “that we owe obedience to the
Constitution of the United States, including
the amendmend prohibiting slavery, and under
its provisions will accord to those emancipated
all their rights of person and property.” In
other words, they assent to a law passed by
the “Rump” Congress; and, while declaring
all its proceodings Illegal, they acknowledge
the fores of the Constitutional Amendment
passed by it. Such a course Is, to say the
least, slightly inconsistent.

ResiGNATION oF CoLoNEL McKmi,—We
regret to understand that Colonel WinrLiAn
W. McEiuv, the able and courteous officer
who has been in charge of the Qaartermaster’s
Department in this city for over a year, has
resigned his position. During his continu-
ance in our midst he has secured for himself a
reputation for integrity, business ability, and
soldlerly discipline unprecedented in the his-
tory of the Department, He has fulfilled with
fidelity the onerous and responsible duties of
his post, and leaves us with the kindest wishes
of the public and the highest esteem of his
superiors, He is to be succeeded, it Is stated,
by General GEoRGE H. CROSMAN, who pre-
viously was in charge in our city. He is one
of the oldest officers in the regular army,
and is well known to our readers as an old
resident and veteran official.
